S.R.O. 413.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules to amend the 
Research and Development Organisation, Ministry of Defence, Class III (Non- 
Gazetted) Minlstrlal Posts (Recruitment) Rules, 1908, namely: — 

1. Short Title and Commencement — (1) These rules may be called the Re- 
search and Development Organisation, Ministry of Defence, Class III (Non- 
Gazetted) Ministrial Posts (Recruitment) Amendment Rules, 1971, 

(2) These shall come into force from the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette, 

2. In the Schedule annexed to the Research and Development Organisation, 
Ministry of Defence, Class III (Non-Gazetted) Ministerial posts (Recruitment) 
Rules, 1968 published with the Notification No, S.R.O, 102, dated the 30th April, 
1968: 

(1) Against the post of Lower Division Clerk (including Steno-typists) under 
column 10, for the existing entries, the following entries shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

(i) 90 per cent by direct recruitment, 

(ii) 10 per cent of the vacancies in the grade of Lower Division Clerks, 
shall be reserved for being filled up by Clause IV employees (borne 
on regular establishment), subject to the following conditions: — » 

(a) Selection would be made through a departmental examination 

confined to such Class IV employees who fulfil the requirement of 
minimum educational qualification, viz . Matriculation or equivalent 
qualification. 

(b) The maximum age for this examination would be 40 years (45 years 

for the Scheduled Castes/ Scheduled Tribes candidates) provided 
that for the first two examinations to be held under this scheme, 
the upper age limit shall be 45 years (50 years for the Scheduled 
Castes/ Scheduled Tribes candidates).
